AR CO! 


As the result of experiments carried out by 
Mr. E. C. Bayer at the laboratories of the 
Polytechnic Academy at Copenhagen; a type 
of cellular conerete has been produced which, 
it is claimed, meets a demand for a substance 
which, as a light durable building material, 
is capable of being cut and planed, and which 
also serves as an effective insulator. 

The cellular structure is obtained by pro- 
ducing a foam in the mixture of cement and 
sand. A mixture of soap and albumen to 
the extent of only ona part to 2,000 of the 
concrete is used. Usnally. the foam is pre- 
pared In a separate mixer, and then intro- 
duced into the concrete mixer by means of 
compressed air. A building material is thus 


obtained which has a specifie gravity of from 
0.1 to 1.0, aeeording to the amount of foam 
produced. A concrete can therefore be pro- 


duced which will float on water, and which, 
unlike brick, does not become waterlogged. 
While the product with a specific gravity of 
unity has a compressive strength of 1,000Ib. 
per square inch, the strength rapidly 
diminishes with decreased density. 

In addition to its insulating property, which 
makes for its effective application for lining 
either hot or cold spaces, it is said to exhibit 
a great degree of resistance to heat. Blocks 
of the material after heating and immersing 
in water have been found to be uninjured 
where ordinary concrete blocks were badly 
damaged.

STATE OF CROPS IN COUNTY

WARNING TO OWNERS. 

he autumn inspection in connection with 
the Live Stock Breeding Act of 1925 has now 
been made, and 1,400 bulls have been recom- 
mended for licences. As was to be expected, 
the number of bulls dealt with at this inspec- 
tion is very much less than in the spring, as 
the great majority of the bulls retained for 
breeding purposes are calved during the early 
part of the year, and must be presente! for 
examination at the spring inspection. 

It has been found that a number of ‘persons 
whose bulls reached the prescribed age on 
Slst March last did not apply for licences 
until the autumn inspection, ‘The Depart- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture desire to 
warn all bull owners that in future prosecu- 
tions will be instituted against persons failing 
to have bulls inspected before they reach the 
prescribed age, even though licences. may 
have been applied for subsequently. : 

Cattle dealers and others who purchase 
bulls at fairs and markets should make sure 
that the animals have been duly  acensed if 
they have reached the prescribed age, as both 
the sellers and buyers of unlicensed bulls to 
which the Live Stock Breeding Act applies 
will be liable to prosecution—even where such 
animals are bought for shipment—unless the 
sellers are in possession of fattening permits. 
Such permits will be issued only in very ex- 
ceptional cases. 


TEMPERANCE EXAMINATION,

British arms have come into direct con- 
flict with the forces of anarchy in China. 
There is much traffic of British shipping 
on the great Yangtze River, near Hankow, 
the central capital which the “ Red ”’ 
Cantonese Army has wrested from the 
troops of Marshal Wu Pei-fu. Last week, 
while the fight for the city was still 


furious, Yang-sen, one of Wu’s generals, 


commandeered several British vessels 
for the use of his troops. One ship 
defended itself, whereupon, by way 
of punishment, Yang-sen seized further 
British vessels, and gave an arrogant 
refusal to all demands for their 
Two British gunboats tried to 
rescue the captured ships, but were com- 
pelled to retreat under heavy fire from the 
bank, which killed three naval officers— 
two of them bore the Irish names. of 
Darley and Higgins—and~ killed and 
wounded a number of seamen. While this 
flagrant infringement of treaty rights was 
being committed in Central China, other 
trespasses on British shipping provoked a 
grave crisis southwards, in the “ Red’”’ 
area of Canton, where, for many months, 
‘‘ strike pickets ’’ have levied blackmail on 
all foreign trade into the port of Hong 
Kong. - After a hundred warnings had pro- 
duced no result the British Government 
decided to treat these ‘‘ pickets’’ as pirates. 
It landed naval forces and made some 
arrests; and now the “Red” Republic 
of Canton has sent a formal protest to the 
British Consul-General, in which it 
requires the withdrawal of the British 
detachment and “ the instant cessation of 
all small

The Irish Harvest. 


the mountain, but do not 
plough it; dispraise the land, but do not 
leave it.” This shrewd old Irish proverb 
offers counsel that many an Irish lad, 
toiling in the American mines or at the 
docks, must wish that he had borne. in 
mind. ‘The harvest. is ending, and those 
of cr country people who have wrougit 
well have full haggards. Profits will not 
be great, but every frugal family. on the 
land can cherish thankfully the thought 
that neither hunger nor want will beset 
it. Despite broken weather throughout 
the summer months, untimely rain and 
local floods, the Irish harvest is good. 
Hay was saved in abundant measure, and 
corn crops, although ‘‘ lodging ’’ troubled 
the harvester, are thoroughly satisfactory. 
Beet promises well for the new industry 
established in our countryside. The potato 
crop is not heavy, but it is of excellent 
quality. Pastures unusually rich ; 
cattle have improved in quality, and dairy 
cows have maintained a fine flow of milk. 
A year of plenty is not always a year of 
gain to the large farmer, since prices are 
inclined to slump; but for the small 
holders, who form the great majority of 
Irish farmers, this year’s harvest comes 
as a providential Another 
harvest of equal fruitfulness would restore 
the fortunes of many a homestead that 
suffered sorely in the bad seasons before 
1925. Poets praise the beauty of the 
burgeoning months, but for country folk 
there is no time of the year more full of 
charm than that in which the countryside 
is méllow with the tints of autumnal leaves 
and stubble fields, and the lights appear- 
ing in the farmhouses through the 
gatherin= mists speak of homely pleasures 
and security. It should be the resolve 
of every rural family that hes been blessed 
by this fortunate harvest that, by industry 
and enterprise, it will wring presperity for

Lough Erne. 


Yesterday the Governor of Northern 
Ireland paid his first official visit to 
County Fermanagh, and sailed upon Lough 
Erne. ‘There is in Ireland no _ lovelier 
scenery than that of the Erne, with its 
three hundred islands, its wooded shores 


and mountain walls. Large improvements 
have been carried out during the past 
half century by the Lough Erne Drainage 
Board, which ‘this week appointed 
engineers to investigate what was described 
as “a rather colossal scheme” for the 
further betterment of the drainage. Rate- 
payers are promised benefits from the new 
proposals, and it is said that the fisheries 
and the Belleek potteries will derive 
advantages. The Erne, now chiefly 
precious to Ireland for its beauty, was of 
prime importance in former times as a 
highway. At Enniskillen the water was 
said to be obscured by a forest of masts, 
and from Pettigo the Prince of Fermanagh 
used to sail annually “in his vessel or 
his fleet,” collecting his tributes from what 
now are the surrounding baronies, and 
holding festivals at the waterside quest- 
houses. Belleek—‘‘the Fordmouth of the 
Flagstone of the Arms’’—now watches 
anxiously for a steady flow of the river 
water seawards in order that its pottery 
wheels may be driven busily in the 
manufacture of its famous ceramic wares. 
In old times, its “‘ flagstone,’’ level as a 
floor, and bare in the dry season, was 
fabled to be the whetstone to which the 
comrades of Fionn used to repair e¥ery 
November to grind their arms anew. The 
weapons of the heroes, if they matched 
their whetstone, must have had “rather

WHY THE 
WIVES IN CAMP. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The last mail from India shows that the 
Government of India has succeeded in com- 
posing its differences with the Nizam of 
Hyderabad, but, perhaps, only temporarily, 
and certainly only with difficulty and not 
without giving offence to its faithful ally. 
Why is the Government of India for ever 
interfering in the internal affairs of the native 
States? Is there any real need for this, or 1s 
it due merely to the meddlesomeness of 
of Residents and Political Agents anxious to 
justify their existence? To throw light on 
this question I shall here record what I 
heard, not many years ago, from an Indian 
administrator who was serving in a not un- 
important native State in Northern India. 
The ruling dynasty in that State was Moham- 
medan, and my friend was a Hindu; so his 
evidence was not entirely unbiassed. Still he 
bore no ill-will either to the State or to its 
ruler, and thers was no extraordinary com- 
munal bitterness in those days. The following 
description of his experiences may, therefore, 
be taken to be a caricature, but not an un- 
recognisable caricature, of the truth. 

He had been put in charge of the collection 
of Land Revenue in a country district. It 
was his duty from time to time to “ go into 
camp '— that is, to make a tour through the 
villages in his charge, pitching his tents at 
convenient centres, receiving petitions and in- 
quiring into disputes. Having decided to go 
into camp on a certain date, he asked his 
clerks to make the usual preparations. He 
then found that all his eight clerks proposed 
to accompany him on tour. Being familiar 
with the British-Indian practice, which 
restricts to a minimum the number of clerks 
accompanying an officer into camp. he was 
surprised, and asked the clerks whether their 
proposal was not against the Standing Orders. 
‘Quite the contrary,’’ they replied; and they 
showed him the Standing Orders of the State, 
which enjoined that, whenever the officer went 
into camp, all his clerks should go with him, 
‘‘for fear anyone should play mischief at 
headquarters during the officer’s absence.’ 
There is no use. in flving in the face of a 
Standing Order; so my friend submitted, but 
when the appointed day arrived he was 
horrified to see the immense concourse of 
bullock carts commandeered to assist his pro- 
gress. 3 


THE KORANIC ALLOWANCE. 

On inquiry the truth came out. As the 
State was under a Mohammedan dynasty, all 
the clerks were, of course, Mohammedan— 
though they employed Hindu substitutes if 
ever there was any work to be done. Since 
the good old customs—about presents and 


such-like—were duly observed in the State, |

Since 
the State was under a Mohammedan dynasty, 
all the State messengers were Mohammedans, 
and, since the good old customs were duly 
observed in the State, al] the State messengers 
were even better off than the clerks, and had 
accordingly each the full Koranic allowance of 
four wives, all of whom made a point of 
coming into camp. The whole retinue thus 
amounted to— 

8 clerks, 
. clerks’ wives, 
State messengers, | 
96 State messengers’ wives, “@ 
Camp-followers of both sexes. 

Arrived at the first halting-place, my friend 
found no petitions and no disputes for him to 
Inquire into, but saw all the villagers verv 
busy catering for the needs of his army. At 
the end of the second day a single petition 
was at length presented by the village officers. 
It contained only an earnest. prayer to his 
Honour to move on to the next camp, as all 
the provisions in the neighbourhood were ex- 
hausted. Thereafter a similar. petition was 
received at every halting-place after a greater 
or. a less interval, according to the resources 
of the country; nor during the whole tour was 
my friend asked to redress any’ other: griev- 
ance or to confer any other boon—so efficient 
is the administration of certain native States 
in making the villager insensible of those 
grievances which spring up as thick and as 
suddenly as mushrooms wherever the British- 
Indian administration establishes itself! 


A MAHARAJAH'S BUDGET. 


lí the general public in the native States 
has often to put up with a good deal -at the 
hands of the State servauts, so have these 
servants to suffer something at the hands of 
the yuler of the ‘State. This can be illustrated 
by the following anecdote, invented to explain 
a curious phenomenon which manifested itself 
In the financial system of many Indian 
States one hundred and fifty vears ago, 
and even to-day shows a tendency 
to reappear under favourable conditions. 
Once upon a time a certain Maharajah 
was studying with anxtety his budget for 
the coming year. Like a modern “Labour 
leader, he was anxivus to increase expendi- 
ture rather than to reduce 
he .had long since reached the point at 
which his ryots preferred to desert their 
villages and emizrate rather than part with 
the last remaining fraction of their rice crop. 
Uhereafter he had discovered that his total 
expenditure could be classed under different 
heads, and that expenditure under some 
save more gratification than expenditure 
under others. Thence he deduced a policy of 
concentrating his financial resources as far as 
possible on the essential services, such . as 
palace-building and the supply ol jewellery, 
dancing girls ana the other necessaries of fife. 
With this end in view he was striving 
earnestly to cut down all unprofitable expen 
diture. 

A scrutiny of the éstimates showed him 
that large sums were consumed annually in 
paying the salaries of his servants, and he 
could not feel that a proportionzte 
In gratification was received. Custom, how- 
ever, had fixed the number and monthty 
salury of his servants, and to disregard 
custom wes conirary to the Constitution. 
Still the financial. strinvency in the Zenana 
Wis serious and must somehow be alleviated. 
At this stage in his meditations he summoned 
his Brahmin Finance Minister and placed the 
facts before him. The Minister thought a 
moment, laving one finger upon his nose. and 
then replied: ** Maharajah, this is a simple 
cace, You wish, without reducing the num- 
ber or monthly salaries of your servents. to 
effect a saving of about 15% in the expe 
diture incurred in paying the salaries, 1 se

THE SILENT VILLAGE.

From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CHARLEVILLE, Wednesday. 

Drumcollogher to-day seems like a 
deserted village. All the shops are closed, 
and the blinds in every window remain 
drawn. The reality of Sunday night’s 
grim tragedy only now is being under- 
stood, and ‘the people are staying indoors 
nursing their sorrows. During the three 
hours when I was in the village this after- 
noon I did not see more than twenty 
people on the streets. ' 

In the churchyard a few men were working 
at the great grave which contains the re- 
mains of forty-seven victims of the fire. 
It. had been opened this morning to receive 
the remains of Jerome Stack, of Drewagh. 
Listowel, which had Jain in the church all 
night at the request of the relatives. Three 
of the dead man’s brothers watched the coffin 
being lowered into the grave. Later women 
and children came into the churchyard and 
covered the grave with scores of bunches of 
flowers, . 

The remains of Miss Violet Irwin were re- 
moved late last night by her father, Mr. 
Edward Irwin, and. buried in the Cloncrew 
Cemetery, Feenagh. 

The story of the disaster has been told se 
far as it was possible, and one now waits for 
the resumption of the inquest on next Mon- 
day. The Civic Guard are engaged in getting 
witnesses together. 

Nearly fifty persons received minor injuries 
when escaping from the burning hal] and 
are being treated locally. Guard Davis, who 
was seriously injured in trying to save his 
sweetheart from the fire, was taken to a 
Limerick hospital this morning for treatment. 
The condition of two of the injured survivors 
at the Croom -Hospital is grave. Little hope 
is entertained for the recovery of James 
Kirwan, of Drumcollogher, a labourer, aged 
50 years, who receive? shocking injuries. 
Mrs. Gleeson, whose husband is also in the 
hospital, is in a critica] state. All the others 
are progressing favourably, and it is expected 
that one or two will be” allowed to leave 
hospital in a few days.

QUESTION OF INSPECTION. 

At the fortnightly meeting of the North 
Dublin Rural District Council yesterday the 
following report was read from Mr. F. P. 
Russell, Engineer, and the Clerk, Mr. J. P. 
Conry :— 

“In view of the recent unfortunate catas- 
trophe at Drumcollogher, which. unhappily, 
resulted in such serious loss of life, we con- 
sider it only right that the attention of the 
Council should be called to the fact that 
several amusement halls, some of which may 
be used for the exhibition of films, exist 
within the rural district, and as these struc- 
tures are erected outside the control of the 
Council, owing to no building by-laws being 
in forc® in the district, we think the Council 
should give serious consideration to the 
adoption of suitable by-laws. and seek powers 
(if available) for the periodical inspection: of 
all amusement halls at present in existence in 
the district.” 

The Clerk explained that formerly the Lord 
Lieutenant had power under his own hand to 
issue regulations. That power now lay with 
the Minister for Justice. In connection with 
the Public Health Act. 1890, there was a 
section in which Urban Councils had absolute 
power for the inspection of theatres and 
places of amusement, to see that entrances 
and exits are properly arranged. These 
powers can be conferred on the Council, and 
would enable the officials to go around all 
these places. He thought it would be ad- 
visable if they had an inspection of all the 
halls 

Mr. Baggot asked whether a pavilion would 
be included. 

The Clerk said that he did not think so. It 
only applied to places where a large number 
= people collected and there was danger of 
re. 

Mr. Baggot said that places where dances 
were carried on would require to be inspected. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. O'Neill) pointed out 
that the great danger was of fire from films, 
and then the question of exits arose. 

The report was approved, and it was agreed. 
to seek the necessary powers.

Finally, he 
suggests that the parties should come 
tagether and seek to reach a business-like 
and honourable settlement. 


CHANCELLOR’S LETTER. 


SCOPE OF THREE-PARTY 
CONFERENCE’S WORK. 
The text of Mr. Churchill’s letter to Mr. 
Evan Williams, President of the Mining 
Association of Great Britain, was issued from 
the Treasury last night as follows :— 
‘* Treasury Chambers, 
| ‘8th September, 1926. 
“Dear Mu. Evan WILLIAM8 —Í have to 
thank you, on behalf of His Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, for having deferred to our 
earnestly expressed wish that the Mining 


Association should consult its constituents 


upon the question of resuming national 
negotiations for a settlement of the coal dis- 


ute. 

: ““I take this opportunity of explaining the 
kind of three-party conference that the Go- 
vernment have in view, and the scope of its 
work. 

‘Hitherto national settlements have pre- 
scribed the way in which the percentages pay- 
able from time to time in the districts shall 
be determined—viz., the ratio of division, the 
intervals of ascertainment, the principles cf 
recoupment, the definition of ' labour costs,’ 
and the minimum percentage payable. They 
have set up a National Board for the in- 
dustry. They have laid down the principle 
of subsistence wages to be determined in the 
districts. They have defined the various dis- 
tricts, and made provision for their altera- 
tion by local agreement. : : 

‘“It is obviously quite impossible, in the 
present circumstances, for any conference 
sitting in London to do more, in the first in- 
stance, than lay down certain broad principles 
and recommend tie practical steps necessary 
to secure an early and universal resumption 
of work. We believe that, with such national 
guidance, the task of negotiating agreements 
on wages, hours and other conditions could 
be undertaken in each district with the assent 
of both parties, under favourable conditions, 
and without any furthe’ delay. We cannot 
afford any further delay or long ceremonial 
procedure. At least, 17,000,000 families 
affected by the dispute are looking for the 
opportunity of regaining their weekly wages. 
Our procedure must be planned to bring this 
about as quickly as possible on fair and 
sound terms. : 

‘‘ District settlements concluded in con- 
formity with the agreed general principles 
should form a basis on ish work would 

immediately resumed. In so far as they 
dealt with matters which by custom are 
settled nationally, they would require to be 
referred to the central body for confirmation, 
or, where necessary, for reference back to the 
district. : : 

‘*Tt ought not, then, to be difficult to con- 
clude a national agreement governing many, 
if not all, of the points that have hitherto 
been dealt with on a national basis. 

“ One point of difficulty, no doubt, will be 
how the national character of the minimum 
can be reconciled with the inevitable allow- 
ance for district conditions. We ought not 
to assume that this is insoluble, with good- 
will, once the parties are together. 

‘‘ After prolonged thought, His Majesty's 
Government believe that this is about the 
best and shortest path that can be found to 
reach the vital object in view—namely, a 
business-like and honourable settlement for a 
good long time. 

‘Yours sincerely, 
‘‘Wanston S. CHURCHILL.” 


MINERS’ LEADERS AT DOWNING 
STREET. 

The Press Association states that on return- 
ing to London from Bournemouth on Tuesday 
nigh; Mr. Cook and Mr. Herbert Smith went 
to Downing street and saw Mr. Churchill, 
who explained the situation to them. It is 
understood that the principal subject dis-

He appears to 
go on to suggest that after the National 
Conference has given its guidance on the 
broad principles, the agreements on wages, 
hours, and other conditions could, with the 
assent of the parties, be undertaken in_ the 
districts. According to Mr. Churchill’s 
plan, these district settlements, ‘* concluded 
in conformity with the agreed general prin- 
ciples,’” would be confirmed by the central 
body, “ in so far as they dealt with matters 
which by custom are settled nationally.’’

THE COUNCIL’S POWERS. 

Ihe Congress considered the sect’ n of the 
Council’s report relating to the proposed ex- 
tension of the General Council’s power for 
the control and direction of industrial dis- 
putes. The Council reported that, in their 
opinion, a special conference of trade unions 
to consider the matter was not necessary, 
and that the power already vested in the 
Council in regard to intervention in indus- 
trial disputes was as extensive as could 
reasonably be exercised. At the same time, 
they were conscious that the development. of 
events might at some future time render it 
necessary to apply to the Congress for further 
powers. 

Mr. Horner, Miners’ Federation, contended 
that the report was contradictory, and he 
suggested that it was a violation of tue 
instructions given at the Scarborough Con- 
gress last year to call a conference of union

Mr. E. L. Poulton said that the view of 
the General Council was that it was not 
opportune or necessary to call a special con- 
ference, having regard to the powers they 
then had. They were content to ask for the 
whole-hearted support of the Congress when 
matters were remitted to them requiring 
p--ticular attention. There might come a 
time when the Council would have to ask 
for iurther powers. 

Miss Wilkinson, M.P., asked why the Coun-

FUTURE WAGE DISPUTES. 

A resolution on the powers of the General 
Council was next discussed, It instructed 
the Council to report to the next Congress 
on the extension of the powers of the General 
Council, so as to assist any union or alliance 
of unions contemplating a struggle for the 
improvement, or in defence, of the conditions 
of labour of their members by taking over 
the direction and control of the struggle, 
the power to levy the whole or any of the 
affiliated unions, and power to call for a 
gradual, partial or complete stoppage of work 
of any or all of the affiliated unions. The 
Council was also asked to report on the pro- 
cedure necessary to carry out these require- 
ments, having regard to the rules of those 
unions which required adequate time to con- 
sult their members by ballot vote or other- 
wise, and to the existence of agreements in 
which due notice’ of a cessation of work 
must be given by such members. 

Mr. J. Hallsworth (Distributive Workers), 
who moved the resolution, said that the 
events of the last few years ought-to have 
taught the Congress that a conflict between 
the. coal-owners and the miners was inevit- 


would be a thing of the past, and the Con- 
gress must accept the responsibility for a 
scientific adjustment of wages and working 
conditions. 

Mr. A. G. Tomkins (Furnishing Trades) 
moved an amendment on the same lines, but 
giving the General Council an immediate ex- 
tension of powers. He urged that the mining 
dispute disclosed a general atiack on the 
working wage, and that immediate powers 
were needed. 

Mr. J. McLauchlan (Iron Fitters), in 
seconding the amendment, said that it was 
the failure to anticipate events that was re- 
sponsible for defeat in the past.

DELAY ADVISED. 
Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., General Workers, 
also favoured delay.

| the lessons of the general strike. If they 


gave the General Council powers to control 
the conduct of a dispute, determine when it 
shoulc end, and make levies in support of it, 
it would be folly for unions to continue their 
separate existence. It would be entering 
into new and unexplored regions, without 
proper discussion, which must be prolonged 
over a period of years before they cold sub- 
stantially alter the framework of industrial 
organised labour, He urged that there 
‘should be no panicky or precipitate action, 
and that they should await developments 
after the close of the miners’ struggle. 

Mr. P. Lee, Miners’ Federation, supported 
the amendment.’ The miners, he said, be- 
lieved that new powers ought to be given 
to the General Council, and that they should 
come to a decision, and not wait until next 
year, or the year after. They had reached a 
period of organisation when industries were 
largely dependent one on another, and no one 
basic industry could fight successfully alone. 


RAILWAYMEN'’S ATTITUDE. 

Mr. Cramp, Railwaymen, joined with Mr. 
Bevin and Mr. Clynes in opposing both the 
resolution and the amendment. The rail- 
waymen, he said, were definitely opposed to 
any extension of the powers of the General 
Council. “The short answer to the pro 
posals is that we have had some,” he added? 
The Congress, he said, had no cause to com- 
plain of the loyalty of the Railway and 
Transport Unions, but he warned the dele- 
gates not to strain that loyalty too far. 

They should consider whether ancient 
slogans had not become outworn,, whether 
they did not need new and more up-to-date 
methods, whether they did not need to 
employ their intelligence, as well as their 
brawn. ‘‘ The success of the general strike 
was not obtrusive,” he went on. ‘“‘It does 
not stick out very far, and I know of some 
thousands of men who have very grave 
doubts about it.”

CHINESE ANARCHY. 


BRITISH SUBJECTS IN 
DANGER.

The Times in a leading article says — 
The publication by the Admiralty of the 
names of all ranks of the King’s Navy who 
were killed or wounded in the recent en- 
counter with Chinese troops on the Upper 
Yangtze is a painful reminder of the con- 
stant jeopardy in which British lives and 
liberties are placed by the continuance and 
the extension of Chinese anarchy. For years 
past various Chinese generals have been in 
the habit of violating the Treaty rights, and 
laying lawless hands upon the property of 
foreigners in the disturbed areas of. the, dis- 
tracted Republic. Protests and appeals to 
the so-called Central Government have been 
useless, except where some super-Tuchun, 
nominally under the control of that power- 
less body, but actually its master, has been 
persuaded by Peking, or by his own in- 
telligible desire to avoid complications, to 
compel his subordinates to drop their prey. 

Regrettable as was the loss of life in this 
encounter, it is obvious that the rescue of 
fellow-countrymen from the clutches of one 
of the military bandits who infest China 
was the imperative duty of the British 
authorities. Any failure to attempt this task 
would have exposed British subjects in the 
Yangtze Valley to worse dangers than mere 
spoliation. It is to be hoped that the 
Cantonese Government will take the lesson 
of the Wan-hsien encounter to heart. In- 
stead of protesting further against the action 
of the British Navy, which has unkindly 
prevented the Canton strike pickets from in- 
dulging in their. pastime of firing at the 
boats carrying passengers to and from the 
daily steamer from Hong Kong to Shameen, 
it will do well to set its house in order, and 
to remember that there are limits even to 
British patience, and that the Commerce of 
Canton is even more vulnerable than that of 
Hong Kong.

£1,400,000 CASE OPENED

DEPARTMENT TO INSIST ON 
GRADING. 

At the annual meeting of the Northern 
Couneil of Grocers” Associations, held at Port 
Sunlight yesterday, at which over three 
hundred delegates were present, a copy of a 
letter sent by the Council to the Irish Board 
of Agriculture. was read, asking that there 
should be a more uniform standard with re- 
gard to Irish exported eggs. 

The Secretary of the Board had replied to 
the effect 4hat a circular had been sent out 
by the Department to egg exporters, bring- 
ing the matter Sefore them. 

A number of complaints had been investi- 
gated, wrote the Secretary, and it had been 
found that the majority of them were well- 
founded, and there was still a large number 
of egg exporters from Ireland who did not 
carry out the regulations. There was no 
excuse for this laxity, and the offenders had 
been warned that, unless the regulations as 
to grading were.ctrictly complied with, the 
provisions of the Act would be rigidly en- 
forced, and registration would be immediately 
withdrawn. Registration had already been 
withdrawn in eighteen cases. 

The suggestion was made by the President 


that the purport of the letter should not be. 


published, but this was overruled by the con- 
ference, and one member stated that, to his 
knowledge, forty-five licences had already 
been withdrawn.

SOME SUGGESTIONS TO THE 
BRITISH POST OFFICE. 

_The Imperial Cash on Delivery Associa- 
tion has written to the Postmaster-General, 
asking him to receive a deputation on the 
improvement of the cash on delivery system, 
and the Association has also made a sugges- 
tion that postmark advertising should be used 
to urge the public to use the C.0.D. system. 
“It is now six months since the service 
has been in operation,” state the Association 
in their letter, *‘ and the recent figures are 
very encouraging, showing an increase of

‘* Notwithstanding this there is the danger 
that should the present limitations of the 
C.O.D. system continde for any length of 
time, that the .headway already achieved 
may receive a set-back when it is 
understood that it is the policy for mail 
order traders “to attract’ new business by 
C.O.D. rather than distract old customers 
from using the direct cash method. 

“It is patent that a great number of the 
C.0.D. parcels already dealt’ with were 
initial trial ‘orders, and, owing to the high 
fees, it is feared that many of these customers 
will not repeat those orders for delivery by 

0.D. This more especially applies to small 
articles, which can be sent in the ordinary 
way by letter post for 1}d., as against the 
minimum charge of 10d. for a similar package 
by €.0.D. 

‘“* Regarding the postmark advertising, the 
following observations might be worthy of 
your consideration. As it is a vital necessity 
for every business to display to the best 
advantage the goods it wishes to sell, 
so it is to the advantage of the 
Post Office to push and advertise 
its own services. In the instance under 
review this more particularly applies to the 
C.0.D. system, the advantages of which are as 
yet very lhttle known or understood by the 
general public. To this end,. postmark ad- 
vertising would give great publicity to the 
facilities of the C.0.D. If, for example, you 
could see your way clear to postmark all 
letters for a period of four weeks with the 
words ‘Shop by C.O.D.,’ or, in the cag of 
ropularising the postal. telegraph service, the 


phrase “Say*it by telegram,’ would make |.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 
SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

The following official statement regarding 
the Wanhsien incident was given out by the 
British naval authorities at Shanghai this 
afternoon :— 

“The British s.s. Wanliu, belonging to 
Messrs. Butterfield, Swire and Company, was 
discharging passengers at Tungyang, Upper 
Yangtze, on August 29, when it was boarded 


‘by sixteen armed soldiers, and at the same 


time a sampan, or small. boat, containing 
troops, approached the ship. The Wanliu 
proceeded slowly, in order to avoid the 
sampan. Fire was opened from both hanks 
of the river, and the troops rushed the bridge 
and enginc-room, but the ship’s officers drove 
them off. 

‘““Meanwhile another .sampan,. containing 
about eight persons, tried to come alongside, 
but fouled another boat and drifted astern in 
a sinking condition, eventually sinking. | 

**The soldiers on board seized the Wanlius’ 
compradore and threatened the capitain with 
death, but an armed watch was kept aboard 
until the ship’s arrival at Wanhsien, where 
H.M.S. Cockchafer removed the soldiery. 

‘General Yang-Sen magnified this incident 
into the sinking of two junks,-the drowning 
of 56 soliders and the loss of 85,000 dollars, 
and on the same day he sent three~or four 
hundred soldiers aboard the Wantung and the 
steamer Wanhsien, which were lying off the 
town of- Wanhsien. - In- addition,. -hhe~lined 
the banks of the river with troops and refused 
to allow any intercourse with the two 
steamers, threatening H.M.S. Cockchafer if 
she tried to get under weigh or take any steps 
to relieve them. ; 


EXPEDITION _ESPATCHED. - 

“‘ Negotiations through the British Consul 
at Chun King failed to alter General Yang- 
Sen’s attitude, and it was decided to send a 
naval expedition to Wanhsien to effect the 
steamers’ release. 

“This expedition, under the command of 
Commander Darley, of H.M.S. Despatch, who 
had been sent from.Hankow with a party of 
officers and men, arrived at Wanhsien on the 
evening of September 5, but owing to warn- 
ing having been received from General Yang- 
Sen, no attempt was made on that occasion 
to release the ships. 

“The attempt was made later—on a date 
that is missing in the message received by the 
naval authorities—-buf the expedition ap- 
parently set out in Messrs. Jardine’s steamer, 
Kiawo, which the naval detachment had taken 
up the river for that purpose. The Kiawo en- 
countered very heavy fire alongside the s.s. 
Wanhsien, but succeeded in rescuing .the 
ship’s officers. 

“The Kiawo was unable to proceed along- 
side the Wantung, owing to the fire, but the 
latter’s officers jumped overboard, the captain 
being picked up by the Kiawo, and the chief 
officer by the Frenck gunboat Edouard de la 
Gree, but Chief Engineer Johnson was re- 
ported missing, and is presumed drowned. 
 H.M.S. Cockchafer bombarded the town of 
Wanhsien, and, as far as can be ascertained, 
inflicted considerable damage.

SUCCESSFUL OPERATION. 


The Secretary of the Admiralty makes the 
following announcement :— 

“The object of the operation, which 
was carried out by His Majesty's gun- 
boats, Cockchafer and Widgeon, and the 
steamer Kiawo, the latter manned by 
officers and men’ from His Majesty's 
ships Despatch, Mantis and Scarab was to 
effect the rescue of six British officers of the 
Mercantile Marine, held captive on board 
two British steamers by three hundred 
Chinese soldiery, and to recover the steamers 
themselves if possible. The Chinese autho- 
rities had previously refused to negotiate or 
in any way meet the conciliatory attitude 
of the British. This most difficult operation, 
in the face of field-gun fire from the shore, and 
of rifle fire, effected the rescue of five of the 
six British mercantile officers. It is believed 
that the sixth officer was shot whilst swim- 
ming for safety. The Cockchafer previous to 
the arrival of the Widgeon and Kiawo was in 
a dangerous position owing to the action of 
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the Chinese, ,The operation was successful in 
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ANOTHER INCIDENT. 


BRITISH STEAMER FIRED ON.

The 
fact that Yang-Sen is Wu Pei-fu’s lieutenant 
makes the situation more serions. The 
crtiser Hawkins is en route for the upper 
river. ee 
PEKING, Wednesday. 

Information in regard to the Wanhsien 
affair has been slow in trickling through to 
Peking, where the grave anxiety felt by the 
British residents has been only offset by a 
feeling of elation that at last the British 
Government had determined to demonstrate 
that British lives and property could not he 
treated by the war lords and politicians with 
impunity. 

It appears that the town of Wanhsien was 
seriously damaged by gunfire, and some parts 
aught fire, but no details are available. 
The captmred steamers are still in the hands 
of the Chinese military, and the action to be 
taken in regard to them will be determined 
when the Admiral on board H.M. cruiser 
Hawkins reaches Hankow. The consensus of 
British opinion is that there must be no 
weakening if respect for the British flag is to.

Statisties were submitted showing that the 
gross investment in Free State Savings Certifi- 
cates to Saturday, Septefnber 4, was 
£2,292.155, or lds. 6d. per head of the popula- 
tion (pre-Census estimate), as compared with 
9s. lid. at same period last year. On the 
lowered population of the Census returns, the 
amount per head becomes 15s. 5d. 

The Chairman’s report of progress said 
that close study of the data of continued 
investment indicated that the Savings Certifi- 
cates were meeting the same need here as 
elsewhere, thet of smal! investors who had 
no opportunity of the kind previously, and 
that a similar experience to that of other 
countries was also observable here, viz., that 
in a time of difficulty and unemployment the 
Savings Certificate was the Jast stand-by a 
family parted with. The most notable recent 
development was the success of the Local 
or Regional Savings Committee in bringing 
out local responsibility and a realisation of 
the potentialities of the movement for local 
as well as national industry and security and 
for civic welfare. 

It could fairly be said ‘that £1 invested 
through the stimulus of a Regional Committee, 
and thus felt by the people as local money 
in the funds of their own Government, was 
worth £2 subscribed even. at home to a 
national Joan. whether in terms ‘of actual 
economic value and financial stability or of 
the moral health of the State. In the British 
Savings movement they were’ so convinced of 
this from their experiences that they were 
lending for loca] constructive purposes 50 per 
cent. of the money locally subscribed, and had 
just decided to add another ten years to the 
life of their Certificates of the first issue. 

The recent report of the International 
Thrift Institute was similarly confirmatory, 
and it was gratifying to the Free State Com- 
mittee that their methods proved to be in 
line with those most approved by the great 


i Savings movements of modern nations. and 


especially in laying stress on the deeper 
educational and economic considerations.

THE MARCH PAST. 


The Governor-General, resident Coscrave, 
and the Minister for Defence were present 
with a large party, and there was a consider- 
able attendance of well-known Dublin people 
in the enclosure. The great bulk of the 
attendance on the ground was made up of 
the general body of citizens, women and men, 
who were rewarded for the. long tramp 
through the rain and the wet grass by a 
very fine display, not alone by the intrepid 
airmen from Baldonnel, but by the whole 
command, represented in the different corps 
that participated. 

As an example of the spirit aroused by the 
proceedings, it may be mentioned that at 
the end the contingent of military police 
were cheered by the onlookers as . they 
marched along the main road back to bar- 
racks, wet to the skin, but singing as they 
swung along, a fine body of disciplined young 
manhood. ‘he whole appearance of the 
parade, and the smartness of its carrying out 
evidently appealed to a Dublin crowd, who 
always dearly loved a military show. 

The main body of the parade was made up 
of three brigades of infantry of two battalions 
each. The numbering of the battalions in 
their order in the march past. were. the 19th, 
20th, 21st, 24th, 22nd; ati’ 23rd. ‘There 


were, in addition, two batteries of: artillery, 


a company of armoured cars; medical corps, 
motor transport, horse transport, signallers, | 
and two Army bands. The Air Force par- 
ticipated with a squadron of machines, in- 
cluding three of the recently acquired Moths.

COOK’S EVIDENCE 
INQUEST. 

An inquest was opened yesterday in Here- 

ford on the two elderly sisters, Miss Elinor 
Drinkwater Woodhouse (60) and Miss May 
Gordon ‘Woodhouse (57), of Burshill Court, 
near Hereford, who were shot dead on Tues- 
day morning. The butler, Charles Houghton, 
who is accused of the crime, was not, present, 
saying that he could not he of any use. 
' Wrs. Smith, the cook, said that Miss Elinor 
had asked her if she was unset.about Hough- 
ton leaving. The witness -replied that she 
was, and asked why Houghton had*not: been 
given more than a sveelks notice. Miss 
Elinor answered: '' I have seen enough during 
the last week, and I must ask him to leave 
to-day.’’ As Miss Elinor opened the kitchen 
door the witness heard screams and Miss 
Woodhouse fell against the door at the first 
shot. She heard a second shot. She heard 
Houghton—creeping up the stairs. .She went 
to the front door and saw Miss May lying 
bleeding. .Later, Houghton, replying to the 
question as to why he did it, said: “ I do not 
know; I was mad.” . 

She added that the night before the tragedy 
Houghton was so upset about leaving that he 
went to bed and did not come down to 
pravers. Houchton was given notice because 
he had had a little drop of something to 
drink. It was noficed one night when he 
went in to wait at table. & 

Mr. Ernest William Jackson, a cousin of 
the deceased, who wás on a week-end wvisit 
to the mansion with his wife, having given 
evidence, ; 

Dr. Vincent Shaw. of Hereford, the familv 
doctor, who described the wounds; said that 
these indicated that the ladies put up their 
hands to.protect themse'ves.

- BANKS AND FARMERS. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRÍS TIMES. 

Sm,—Drofessor Parker Willis suggests that 
banks or credit.societies might be induced to 
grant long-term loans to farmers. As so 
much has been heard of the disinclination of 
banks to advance money, tt micht be of 
interest to some of your readers to know of 
one cause which affects a large number of 
farmers desirous of such loans, and debars 
them from obtaining them. 

Under the Land Act of 1923 the amount 
of money which may be advanced to a tenant 
farmer for the purchase of his holding must 
not exceed £3,000. Let us see how . this 
works out in practice. A farmer rents two 
holdings, one of which he purchased for 
£3,000 under a previous Act. He now wishes 
to purchase his second holding of fifty acres, 
which, with his first purchase of, say, 150 
acres, would not give him an excessive amount 
of land. 

.Prior to the 1923 Act the tenant-right of 
the fifty-acre holding was worth nearly £500, 
and a bank would have advanced £300 or 
£400 on that security. Under the 
‘unless the Land Commission gave special per- 
mission. “to ptlitchase, . the 
becomes. what is known as a retained “hold. 
ing—that is, it may be taken “compulsorily 
for the relief of congestion. Lhe tenant-right 
htitifiand bis, holding other than from year 
to year or possibly month to month.

VISITS, 


BEAUTY OF LOUGH 
ERNE.

The Governor of Northern Ireland and 
the Duchess oí Abercorn yesterday visited 
several towns in County Fermanagh, and 


in- for a few days with the Earl of Erne, 
they motored to Lisnaskea, where a short 
halt was made to receive an address of 
welcome from the Rural Council... The ad: 
dress said that the people of the district: 
rejoiced that under the present Government 
they were enjoying peace, and that every- 
where good-will was becoming more and 
more apparent. | 

The eavaae, in his reply, spoke of the 
beauty of the district, and expressed the hope 
that the farmers would have a most suc-° 
cessful harvest. ae 

The party then drove to Enniskillen, where 
a great welcome awaited them. The town 
was a mass of colour, bunting and flags 
flying from nearly every house. A force of 
80 men of the “B” Special Constabulary 
from the Magheraboy and Derrylin districts, 
under Major Y. Traill, D.S.O., formed a 
guard of honour at the Town Hall. There 
was also a large number of ex-Service men 
of the British Legion, drawn up under Major 
Sir Charles Falls, M.P., and companies of. 
Boy Scouts, Cubs and Girl Guides. 

When the Duke and Duchess arrived at 
the Town Hall they were received by the 
Royal Salute, the Governor’s flag was broken 
from the Town Hall flagmast, and a band 

layed the National Anthem. The Governor, 
aving inspected the guard of honour, was 
received in the Council Chamber by Mr. 
George Whaley, J.P., Chairman of the Urban 
District Council, and Mr. James Cooper, M.P., 
Chairman of the Fermanagh County Council. 

Addresses of welcome were read from both 
these bodies. 

The County Council address stated :—‘‘ We

GOVERNOR'S REPLY. ' 

Replying to the two addresses, the Gover- 
nor said—‘‘ It gives the utmost pleasure to 
the Duchess of Abercorn and myself to poy 
our first official visit to the County of Fer- 
menagh and the historic town of Enniskillen. 

“I greatly appreciate and thank you most 
cordialiy for your kind expressions about 
myself and my wife, and I trust that the 
era of peace which has dawned for us in 
Northern ireland may long continue, and 
that everyone will devote themselves whole- 
heartedly to the work which they find to 
their hand and thus endeavour to relieve our 
more unfortunate brethren who find them- 
selves unemployed. :

assured of a warm welcome. 

3 TRIP ON THE LAKE. . 
Leaving the Town Hall, the Governor and 
the Duchess of Abercorn received hearty 
cheer, and, driving to the Round O, embarked 
on Major J. G. Irvine’s motor boat, in which 
they sailed to the Lough Eme Hotel, 
Rossclare. The visitors were greatly struck 
with the beauty of Lough Erne. ‘ 

At Rossclare a _ distinguished company 
awaited the arrival of the Duke and Duchess. 
A luncheon was served, at which Mr. John 
Collum, H.M.L., presided, 

Mr. Collum proposed the toast. of “ The 
King,” which was duly honoured. 

Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, M.P., 
proposed the toast, ‘‘ His Grace the Duke of 
-Abercorn and the Duchess.”’ | 

The Governor, replying, said that he thanked 
them very sincerely for the warm welcome 
and kindly thoughts expressed to him that 
day. He could hardly tell them what a 
pleasure it was to meet them all in Fermanagh.

WOBBLE.” | 


THE ULSTER GRAND 
PRIX ACCIDENT’,

Told in answer to a question put by him 
that the’ helmet worn by the il-fated rider 
bore a nmrk on the back, one of the jury at 
the inquestpat Massereene Hospital, Antrim, 
peiterday ‘Gn Ted Stuart, of Coleraine, who 
received fatal injuries in the Ulster Grand 
Prix last Saturday, after a '“ speed wobble,” 
which threw him six feet in the air, declared 
that as these helmets were supposed to protect 
riders, it would seem that they were nro! 
strong enough to stand the impact on the 
road. If that inquiry could do anything to 
improve the helmets, he said, it would be a 
very good thing. 

On the helmet being produced it was seen 
that the mark on the back of it was all 
black. 

Although there was severe compression on 
the brain, it was stated by medical witness« 
X-ray photographs revealed no fracture of the 
vault of the injured man’s skull. 
arm and leg were paralysed. In order to re 
lieve compression on the brain an operation 
was performed on Monday, which seemed t» 
give some relief, but he gradually sank, and 
died on Tuesday. Death was due to shock, 
following serious injuries to his brain anid 
probably: hemorrhage. 

At the close of the evidence the Coroner 
(Dr. J. J. Adams, J.P.), said.that it was per- 
fectly clear that if the rider had had no 
crash helmet his injaries would have been 
worse. There were no cuts on the face or 
body, and there was mo fracture of the skull 
at all. The tremendous force with which he 
came down on the back of his head, hewever, 
was such as to cause serious injury to his 
brain, notwithstanding his helmet. 

: FATAL WOBBLE, 

The machine at the time of the accident, it 
was stated, was doing between 25 and 3) 
miles an. hour, and the comrse was clear. 

Sergeant R. Phillips, R.A.F., of the Alder- 
grove Aerodrome, said that he was on tha

engineer, said that he saw his son go round 


nine laps and entered the tenth lap. 
He then appeared to be all right, 
and was going round steadily. After hear- 
ing of an accident to his son at Aldercrove 


the witness went to the Massereene Hosnita!. 
where he found him unconscious. He re- 
mained so until his death on Tuesday. He 
had taken part in the Grand Prix for some 
years past. 

A verdict in accordance with the medical
